In tbe lobhiee tbere ie no end of talk of Mr.
Blaine, bat it is evident that It stops there.
WhereTcr bis came is mentioned among the
delegates it is received with the kindliest ex
pressions, but tbe sentiment is at once expressed
that bis two letters were written in good faith,
and that be must not be regarded as a candidate.
If there is any plan on the part of his
friends to bring bis name conspicuously for-

ward, it bas been tbe most adroitly concealed
bit of political ecbemiog that bas yet been in-

dulged in. In fact, tbere Is nothing to indicate
that sueh scheme bas been considered. One of
tbe . most prominent 'friends of Mr.
Blaine, one wbo is generally known'
as one of bis closest advisers, said to me
to-nig- ht 'There is ebeolotely nothing
la tbe talk about Mr. Blaine. We recognize tbe
fact that oo man tn the party standi in the posi-

tion occupied by him; bis friends are legion, bat
he is positively not a candidate before the con-

vention, and were bie nomination possible it
would not be permitted. I have no doubt his
came will be presented and that be will receive
some votes, but he will cot be nom-

inatedthai is final, and must be
eo accepted." Tbe gentleman wbo
makes that statement is one whose came, if
mentioned, would convince everybody that be
was sincere in his statement that Blaine is cot
among tbe possibilities. I ba&pen to know that
the same gentleman has said the same thing to
a number of Mr. Blaine's admirers, wbo will
rote for another candidate in consequence. It
is also trne that be ie a warm friend of
General Harrison, and is exerting a most
potent influence in bis behalf, as a matter of
fact, the leaders in tbe Blaine movement of fonr
years ago are the warmest friends the Indiana
mao bas, and from Blaine's forces will eome bis
greatest ' strength. Another Indication that the
delegates accent Mr. Blaine'e last letter as a
final acd peremptory refusal to permit
the serious consideration of bis name la
to be found in the manner in which
the delegates received the speech of Chairman
Thurston. Jndge Thurston is one of the origi-
nal Blaiue men, and hie address to the conven-
tion made fitting reference to the great leader.
His first allusion to the Plumed Knight awak-
ened a perfect tumult of applause and the
galleries fairly went wild. People stood up in
chairs, wared handkerchiefs and flags and in
every way possible gave rent to their enthusi-
asm, but when, in a subsequent
sentence, closing his reference to
the man from Maine, Mr. Thurston said, "We
must not commit the political crime of dis-

obeying bis order, the delegates responded
with a unanimity that was surprising. In short,
while it is by everyone conceded that no man
stands so high in tbe hearts of his party
followers as doee Mr. Blaine, it is not considered
probable that his nomination will be the result
of the balloting.

One of tbe encoarseine features of the con-
vention talk Is to ba found la tbe fact that
wherever the came of Mr. Blaine .is mentioned
that of General Harrison is ooupled with It In
like admiration, and the friends of the first are

friends of the latter.
Another thing certain Is that tbe convention

will nomioate no man wbo ie not regarded as a
friend of Mr. Blaine. To summarize,
General Harrison's nomination Is still the
logical outcome. There has been nothing
from tbe first that has tended to diminish bis
strength, but, on the contrary, it has continued
to grow and increase in volume. To-nig- ht,

while Mr, Sherman is undoubtedly the leader at

famous journey across tha plains aod the
Rockies.

The Virginia contest between Mabone and his
rival Wise was thrown Into tbe convention at
tbe very first opportunity, and eterbody ex-

pected to see a test of Shermans strength
against tbe field. Nothing or tbe sort occurred,
the two faction leaders flghtiog each otber tooth
aod nail until the convention wae too thorough-
ly disgusted to make tbe matter the subject
for a test vote. Another unpleasant in-

cident was the attempt of those wbo opposed
Thurston for the temporary chairmanship on
account of his railroad affiliations, to put in
some one else. Tbo attempt was nosuceeetful;
the delegates heard Thurston's msgnificently
powerful veio. and felt thst be was tbe richt
man to preserve order in tbe convention. The
outcropping of tbe anti-monopo- ly feeling wss
not however, lost on the Depew boomers, who
winced visibly at the outbreak.

Th only apparently spontaneous applause for
a possible dark bore was tbat for Mckinley, of
Ohio, It broke out qoite unexpectedly during
the reading of his name in a If st ot committee-
men. Tbe audience whieb filled tbo space all
around tbe delegates acd alternates was a
strikingly brilliant and cosmopolitan one. Men
and women known all over tbe country were
sprinkled all through tbe crowd. One group
which attracted groat interest was
composed of Mrs. Logan, Mrs. For-
aker acd John A. Logan, jr., a young
man of about twenty-fiv- e, who, with his raven
black bair brushed back from bis forehead, aod
his blaek mustache, bore an unmistakable like-
ness to hie father. In the front row of tbe bal-

cony to the chairman's right with a big bunch
ef roses oo tbe rail in front of her. wss Miss
Rachel Sherman. Back of her was Walker
Blaiue. who watehed the proceedings with great
ioterest A few seats distant Alexsnder Sulli-
van, or the Irish-Americ- an League,
and his wife were located.

The session to-dn- y was longer then was ex-

pected, and many thought tbat tbe reading of
the list of committees would end tbe dsys work,
so wnsn this tedious work wss begun many left
their places. Tha adjournment till noon to-

morrow Indicates a eight session, as the report
of the committee oo resolutions and report of
the committee on credentials will take up most
of the afternoon. '.

THE CA1IFORNIANS.

They Achieve Groat Victory la the Choloe
ofEetee for Permanent Chairman.

To the Western Associated Press.
Chicago, Jane 19. The committee on perma-

nent organization met after adjournment of tbo
convention. The session was a short oca, and
resulted in a unanimous recommendation, which
will be reported to tho .convection w,

that Hon. M. M. Estee, of California, be made
permanent chairman, and tbat tbe remainder of
the temporary organization be made permanent
Tbe result is that the Californlans are in high
feather to-nig- ht Tbey fesl that their work
has not been fruitless. So far, they are
at evens with their Democratie brethren of the
coast and they still hope that when tbe gavel
shall have fallen npon the final adjournment,
tbey will be able to go tbem one better," hav-

ing seenred the first place for their favorite on
the national ticket instead of tbe second. This,
naturally, leads up to tbe fact tbst, while the
men from tbe Pacific slope still indulge in the
lustiest and most constant eheers for the man
who dwells aeross the entire continent from them
they are not quite so sure that it is best to work
the boom for him from the beginning. The la-

bors ot the Eastern Blaine missionaries do not
appear to have been fruitless, for tbere is no
longer that outspoken declaration that tbe coast
would know nobody except Blaine from first to
last A reporter for the Associated Press to-

night made diligent inquiry for the name of
tbe man chosen by the men from tbe
Golden Gate to present the came of tbe
Plumed Knight when California's name should
be called and put forward her favorite for first
plaee oo the ticket The aearch was fruitless,
except to the extent of securing a unanimous
avowal that tho orator had not been chosen.
One of the Calif ornisns vouchsafed the further
significant information tbat when California's
name was called, no one will respoud for the
naming of a favorite son, cousio or brotber-in-law- ;

that, in point ot fact, it bad been decided
that Mr. Blaine's name should not be obtruded
npon tbe convention at all during the first few
ballots. For whom California would vote in the
meantime, or what she would do thereafter, he
was not prepared to say.

REVIEW OP THE SITUATION.

The Depew Boom fiXakee No Headway Ef
forts tn Prevent aw Unwise Nomination,

To the Weetern Associated Trees.
CfriCAGo, June 19. The first day's seision of

the convention came ae a relief to tbe tired
army of President-maker- s who have worn them
selves out in tbe heated corridors of the hotels.
but it has brought iyn developments bearing
Upon the outcome. More significant .than any
thing else was tbe expression of the delegates
concerning . Blame s nomination. Tbe gal-lerl- ee

. cheered the leader of 1884, and
so did the delegates, in' moderation, bnt
when Cairman Thurston warned tbe convention
tbat it must not commit suicide by nominating
Blaine against hie will, the delegates gave an
exnression of approval. Tbe extreme Blaine
boomers, such as the Cslifornisns, for instance,
are to-nig- ht indignant at Judge Thurston's re
marks, but the convention as a whole certainly
did not resent them. Tbe verdict to-nig- ht is
that the overwhelming sense of the convention
has been shown to be against the Blaine . busi
ness, except in the event of a hopeless lesd-loe- k

and a turning to tbo leader of 1834 naturally and
by general consent

In the canvass that is going on ontside tbe
convention hall, perhaps the most significant
feature, as viewed thia evostng, is the inability
of Depew's friends to make a serious impression
upon the convention.- - During an avowed candi-
dacy of a day and a half he has been able to
mature but little strength outside his own State.
Mr. Depew to-nig- ht claimed 140 votes on the
first ballot, but men well Informed give bim
only 100. He bas, io addition to the 72 votes of
New York, a few in' New England
insecurely held, one or two in New Jersey,
two in Pennsylvania, aix or eight in Maryland,
about the ssme cumber in Alabama, three in
Louisiana and scattering votes to the cumber,
perhaps, ot a dozen more. Depew's friends in
the New York delegation have made great ef
forts to dispel the prejudice against bim in the
Western States, bnt without success. Mr. De-

pew himself bas .taken part in these efforts,
sending for many prominent men and declaring
to them he could snrely carry New York. A
fair sample of the manner in which these argu-

ments bare been received is to be found in a
conference held in Dspsw's. parlor with the Ne
braska delegation. . Tbe Nebraska men
said they should be glad to follow the
lead of New York, but it was their firm convic-
tion it would be unwise to do ao; that the mo-
nopoly question is a burning one In their State,
and while they probably should be able to carry
Nebraska for Depew, tbey have local, State and
congressional elections bfr.re tbem, and the
candidacy vt Depew" would, in their opinion,
seriouly impair tbeir prospects. From every
quarter eome similar expressions, and tbe De-
pew men to-nig- ht admit that-- , unless a cbanee
shall - come, npon the temper ef tbe convention
tbeir movemeut cannot grow.

Out of trie confusion, mystery, bitterness,
lack of purpose and proneuess to allow to per-
sonal prejudices too great weight, which have
prevailed for some days, a better feeling is cow
coming. Some of tbe best men of the party
have reached ao agreement lo work tosethepin
an effort to bring order out of chaos and prevent
tbe making of a dangerous nomination. This
movement embraces such men as Sen-
ators Hale, Hour ' and Aldrich, and
commlttoman Feesenden, io New Eng-
land, Senator ILscock and ex-Senat- or

lfatt Wm. Walter Phelps. Clarkson and Gov-
ernor Gear, of Iowa, and Several other promi-
nent men in the New England and Middle
States. These men bold oscasinnal conferences,
and have sent for the friends of all tbe candi-
dates in the field for consultation oo points of
availability. The champions of ell tbe candi-
dates have been given opportunity to answer
and explain the current objections to their fa-
vorites, such the Chinee records of tbe Sen-
atorial candidates, Gresoam's tariff views.
Aleer's wealth nd record as a pnblie man.
Of course, the men engaged in this movemeut
have personal preferences. Hale is for Blaine,
Hoar is fur Sherman, Phelps Is a candidate him-
self, Piatt has a leaning toward Alger,and Clark-so- n

is for Allison. But tbe feeling Is that per-
sonal preference must be waived and some sort
of ao orcanized. effort made to do the wisest
thing for the prty. It is believed this move-
ment had its ongin in a general conviction that
the nomination of Depew woold be im-
prudent Ex-Snat- or Piatt and Wm. Wal-
ter Pbelos, who are opposed to Depew.
were certainly prime movers In tbe combination,
and it is claimed Connecticut's decision to pre-
sent the came t Senator Hawley was made for
the purpose of holding votes from Depew. It ie
cot the purpose of this combination to select a
candidate immediately. The purpose of the men
engraeed in it ie to go Into the ballottof- - witn a
tacit understanding that they are to come to-

gether in a criis which may seem to demand
action on their part. According to the pres-
ent programme, tbe vote ot New England,
which, excepting Hawley, has no candidate, is
to be split among the otber candidates. At the
outset Maine will give a vote to every candidate
in the field: Vermont will vote for Sherman: Mas-

sachusetts and New Hampshire will split; Rhode
Island will vote for Allison, and Connecticut for
Hawley. New York Is solid for Depew, except-in- s

John O'Brien, who declares he will vote for
Blaine. New Jersey is for Phelps; Pennsylva-
nia has 35 votes for Sherman, 15 for Fit-
ter, and 10 scattering; Ohio is for
Sherman, Indiana for Harrison, Michigan
for Alger, Illinois for Gresham, Wisconsio for
Rusk.

THE HALL AND TUG CONVENTION.

The Finest Room In the Country Picturesque,
Opentnsj of the Convention.'

Te tbe Western Associated Press.
Chicago, June 19. When Chairman Jones, of

the national Republican committee, ascended
the platform of the great Auditorium ball at
coon to eall the national convention to order, he
looked npon a scene unparalleled in the history
ot pnblie gatherings in this country. Larger
assemblages have been held .In more spacious
halls, but at none have the ocular properties
been so effective or the brilliancy of illumination
and picturesque colorings been so splendid.
Every face can be eeen without effort,
and an audience of less than ten thou-

sand appears to be an almost countless
multitude, a The msgnificent sweep of the great
gallery alone, which seats nearly three thousand
persons, is a picture which impresses even" those
familiar with great audiences, and the whole
scene, bstbed in a flood of electric light, shed
by 2,500 incandescent lamps thrills even the
most sluggish heart The Auditorium is SCO

feet long and 120 feet wide, with two side bal-

conies and a great gallery, the seats in which
rise tier on tier at an angle of 45 degrees. The
stage, which is but slightly raised above tbe
floor of the ball, commands a view cot only of
the great audience in front, but of a large bal-
cony in the rear and a tier of boxes at either
side. This stage stretches from side to side of
the hall, and accommodates, io addition to tbe
president'a platform, which is in tbe center,
several hundred newspaper reporters. There
are just 8,100 seats in the ball, and when the
convention was called to order , probably 9,009
people were within the glance cf Chairman
Jones's eye.

The decorations appear a trifle bewildering at
first The walls, ceilings and every post pillar
end panel ts covered with" flags, bunting and
streamers iu varied artistic designs and colors,
aod portraits and paintings of historic scenes
meet tbe eye everywhere. The red, white and
blue is conspicuous, of course, everywhere, but
a great sheet of terracotta bunting bangs as a
roof between the sunlight which pours through
it from a great open space just above tbe great
gallery and relieves the monotony of so prodigal
a display of tbe national colors. But even the
sunlignt shines but dimly to the great hall, the
electrio illumination being depended npon be-

cause of tbe impossibility of protecting tbe au-
dience, in the present unfinished state of the
building aod letting in tbe day at the same time.
Tbe arrangement of tbe electric lamps io great
stars suspended from the roof and walls of the
ball ie one of tbe most effective and beautiful
features of the scene which greeted Chair-
man Jones as he stood, himself a strik-
ing figure tall, erect with the appearance
and air ot a patriarch with suspended gavel to
hush the greet stir and bustle before him to pre-
sent a clergyman, who was to ask tbe divine
benediction upon tbe deliberations of the con
ventlon.

Some of the details of tbe Auditorium decora- -
tiors are worth special mention. At tbe apex In
front of the chairman's desk is a gilded American
eagle, aod beneath it a portrait of Washington.
On tbe rigbt of tbe chairman's desk is a plaster
bust of the late Gen. John A. Logan, in beroia
size, draped with ao American flag. Hanging
from one of the boxes at the nsrbt is a large
painting of Logan's charge at the' battle of At-
lanta. ' On the face of the nortn aod south walls
of the Auditorium, framed in festoons of largo
American flags, and surrounded by a "ircle of
electric stars are portraits cf Lincoln and
Grant, tbe designs being mammoth in propor-
tion, and forming the two most striking details
of the decorations. Flashing its parti-colore- d

brilliancy full into tbe face ot tbe audience and
delegates in a suspended American ebield.
formed of different-colore- d electrio lamps. This
shield, its horizon of stars, its stripes of the
Union, are all pictured out and put into a basso
relievo of light by tbe flashing jets 'through tbe
red, white and blue globes. At tbe points of
exit and entrance .to tho ball, which
dip like great wells into the Auditorium, are ths
Nation's standards planted at either side, and
draped so as to bide the rough boards whieh
form the staircases of these avenues to the con-
vention of which there are sufficient to empty
the place tn ease of an accident in three min-
utes. A Boston club has planted its magnificent
banner, fire feet long, just behind tbe stage, and
it proudly floats, bearing in letters of gold upon
a field of blue the sentiments which appear to be
the uppermost io the minds of tbe delegates.
The banner is inscribed:

A more picturesque beginning wae perhaps
never made by a Bepublican national conven-
tion than tbat of to-da- y. An extraordinary
tribute ae uniooe as extraordinary to four of
the party's greatest living types was the main
feature of the day. An indirect attempt to
wring from the eonventica prematurely an ap-
proximate expression of presidential preference,
bnt resulting only in a personal al-

tercation between two faetioaiet lead-er- a

from a comparatively unimportant
Stale, formed the next greatest center of inter-
est Between and around all this were signifi-
cant incidents following each other in sueh ab-
sorbingly rapid soccesion that the magnificent
audience or the Jelecates themselves could
spare hardly a moment to admire even tbe brill-
iancy and vastness of the Auditorium accesso-
ries, now being put to the first great Jteat a
test indeed eminently satisfactory. Genu-
ine interest in the proceedings commenced, and
the remarkable tour-fol- d tribute also, when
Chairman Thurston, in bit inaugural speech,
started to enumerate the probable candidates
before tbe convention, prefacing by a reference
to the ticket of 1834. Tbe chairman, trumpet-voice- d,

yet Impassioned, and naming no names,
was ulterior the words "Oar Henry of
Navarre," when the rreat throng listening
stopped him at the word. Cheers upon eheers
by spectators and delegates alike whirled over
tbo essembiage. "B.'atne." "Blaine," was the
cry, and ooly the thunderous tons of the chair-
man sounding what was thought further praise
of the mo from Maine brought order. But the
strong-lanee- d orator was doing just tbe oppo-
site. He was tarnestly and unmistakably at
tempting to throw cold water on tbe enthusiasm.
"Mr. Blaine baa denied us the privilege of
supporting bim in this convention," tbe tall
chairman was saying. Shouts of "No." "No."
and great confusion ensued. It was cot until
Blaine's reoomination against bis expressed
wish was stnrdily braLded "a political crime,"
tbat the chairman again got his hearers some-
what under eommand, and then io a measure re-
stored good feeling all aroond with the sugges-
tion to make Blaiue tbe "greatest living Ameri-
can,1'' not the head of the ticket bnt the comma-

nder-in-chief io the field. It was a curious
sight to watch on tbe rack four presidential
possibilities lo the middle aisle, rignt In
front of Chairman Thurston, while be proceeded
to go over the list of probable candidates.
